For 
nearly three hours yesterday, Sen- 
ator George E. Chamberlain of Ore- 
gon, chairman of the military af- 
fairs committee, held the attention 
of the Senate, as he produced charge 
after charge of inefficiency against 
officials of the War Department for 
their treatment of the Amer‘can 


soldiers. 
Senator Chamberlain mentioned 
no names of officials responsible 


for what he termed the War De- 
partment’s mismanagement ‘He said 
he did not know who was respon- 
sible, but that he intended to pur- 
sue the inquiry until he did find 
dut who was to blame and ‘‘to get 
their scalps.”’ 

Spec'fic among the charges ove 
sented by the Oregon Senator were 
the following: 

1—Absolute lack of hospital ac 
commodations to care for. the 
wounded soldiers who are being re-

The charges were backéd up by 
hundreds of letters from _ soldiers 
and from mothers and fathers of 
soldiers many of which Senator 
Chamberlain read into the report. 

There are 179,000: wounded men 
being brought to /America from 
France, Senator Chamberlain said, 
and there are no hospitals in which 
to put them. He declared the same 
kind of mismanagement had been 
made in this respect as was made in 
the lack of preparation for the war 
‘n the early stages of America’s 
Participation in it. 

The withholding of the pay and 
allotments from. the men is inex- 
cusable, the Senator said, and could 
easily have been avoided.

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“RRADJUSTING PRICES 


¥ Everyeman in America, whether 
employer or employee, knows that 
with the signing of the peace 
treaty in Europe will come.a re- 
adjustment in wages and prices. 

Don’t waste time arguing with 
a man who says the same condi- 
tions must continue ag during the 
war. He is a child in intelli- 
gence. 

The men in the shipyards, the 
mills, and the factories do not 
expect to get the high wages 
from the private contracts that 
was handed out to them during 
the days when the government 
demanded guns and munitions of 
war, regardless of cost. 

They know it can’t be done. 
No man or set of men is going to 
operate a mill or factory at a 
loss. any length of time. 

Some of the leading packers 
and merchants made egregious 
blunders when they announced 
in the newspapers the day after 
the armistice was published that 
food and clothing would stay at 
the same old war price, no matter 
if peace did come. Such an- 
nouncement hurt. They are fool- 
ish and dangerous.. They are 
foolish because they know when 
wages come down prices of food 
and clothing must drop. They 
are dangerous because such an- 
nouncements from such leaders 
in business create a more an- 
archistic feeling and cause more 
good, law abiding citizens to 
see red than all of the soap box 
orators from Portland. Me., to 
Portland, Ore. 

In this time of abnormal. prices 
it should be elear to all that ‘‘nor- 
mal. wages’’—that is, the amount 
of money in the pay. envelope— 
are of less importance than are 
what economists call ‘real wages’ 
or wages measured by the pur- 
chasing power of the money re- 
ceived. If prices falt—there is 
no net loss to labor in a corres- 
ponding decline. of nominal 
It is to be hoped, how- 
ever,-*that prices will fall rela- 
tively more than wages in any 
readjustment in the coming time. 
If prices remain on the present 
level, or continue to mount, wages 
one must assume, will not come 


down. 


The whole question of wages, 
prices, and the international la- 
bar and. commodities: market is so 
eoemplex and difficult as to de- 
mand the closest study. The/na- 
tion’s lawmakers have a.‘heavy 
responsibility at this .time, since 
they should deal in :the. best pos- 
sible. manner with this question as

concerned in averting friction by 
openly and considerately discuss- 
ing any points of difference and 
thus helping the nation to pass 
to-a peace basis without injustice 
and with no unnecessary hard- 
ship.
